Brick firm 
to shed 51 
workers as 
site to shut 

MORE THAN 30 jobs are at 
risk after a world renowned 
brick company announced 
the closure of its factory in 
Kingswinford. 

Officials from Ibstock 
Brick said 31 workers at the 
site in Tansey Green Road, 
had been informed of the 
decision. 

Consultation is now tak¬ 
ing place with employees 
regarding potential redun¬ 
dancies although bosses said 
some may be offered reloca¬ 
tion to other sites. 

Bosses blamed the closure 
of the factory on tough trad¬ 
ing conditions leading to a 
decline in demand for bricks. 

They said the drop in busi¬ 
ness had been ongoing in 
recent years and a rethink of 
operations was necessary. 

Managing director of the 
company Wayne Sheppard 
said: “We today announce 
the closure of our Stour¬ 
bridge factory in the West 
Midlands. 

“Due to reduction in the 
demand for bricks in recent 
years and the need to bal¬ 
ance sales and production 
while maintaining opera¬ 
tional efficiency from our 
factories we have taken this 
decision.” 

The company, formed in 
the 1800s, has not yet con¬ 
firmed a date for the closure. 

inquest is 
adjourned 

A CORONER has adjourned 
the inquest of a Halesowen 
grandfather who died from a 
cardiac arrest following a 
routine operation. 

He will give his verdict 
later this month. 

Robert George Collett, 62, 
from Halesowen, was taken 
ill after undergoing surgery 
at Birmingham’s Royal 
Orthopaedic Hospital on 
February 9, 2011. 

Birmingham and Solihull 
coroner Mr Aidan Cotter 
OBE finished hearing evi¬ 
dence at the end of the four- 
day hearing this week. He 
said his summing up and 
verdict would be given on 
July 19 in order to give time 
to consider all the evidence. 


BOROUGH FIRED 
BY TORCH MAHIA

THE OLYMPIC flame lit up Dudley as tens of thousands of 
people flocked into the borough’s streets to take part in 
the once-in-a-lifetime event. More than 30,000 turned out 
to welcome the Torch to the borough with traders reaping 
the benefits of an estimated six-figure windfall. 

Crowds lined Birmingham New Road, Tipton Road and the pathways of the Black Coun¬ 
try Living Museum to catch a glimpse of the iconic Flame. Not only were young and old 
able to take in the historic occasion on Saturday, but also the passing trade generated from 
the people who took to the streets delivered a welcome boost to borough businesses. 


Hippodrome 
campaigners 
going inside 

CAMPAIGNERS trying to save Dudley 
Hippodrome will get their first glimpse 
inside the landmark building three years 
after it was boarded up. 

Metal sheets have stopped anyone 
entering the historic theatre after the 
power supply was cut off when Gala 
Bingo pulled out of the Castle Hill site. 

But members of the hippodrome action 
group have been granted special access to 
the building this week to assess whether 
it has a future. 

They want to finalise a business plan 
for bosses at Dudley Council, showcasing 
how it could be reopened as a thriving 
theatre. 

Group chairman Geoff Fitzpatrick wel¬ 
comed the move to allow them access, 
saying the condition of the building will 
have a bearing on its future. 

“No-one has been inside for a while and 
there isn’t even electricity so we’re not 
sure what we are going to find,” he said. 

“We need to have a look around in order 
to see what needs doing and start to look 
at the potential cost of the work. 

“I’m grateful to the council for the 
opportunity to look inside because it will 
really help us when compiling the busi¬ 
ness plan,” he added. 


Dudley South MP Chris Kelly estimated 
the borough’s windfall would top six fig¬ 
ures. 

He said: “There must have been 30,000 
people out on the streets of Dudley and I 
suspect most of those will have spent a cou¬ 
ple of pounds each in the borough on aver¬ 
age, so that’s at least a six-figure boost. 

“Not only is this good for trade but it’s 
great to see the Black Country Living 
Museum showcase the best of the region’s 
great heritage, historic canal network and 
its industry.” 

Dudley Mayor Councillor Melvyn Mot- 
tram added: “We’ve had a very proud 
weekend but nothing would have been pos¬ 
sible without a great turnout from the peo¬ 
ple of Dudley.” 

Bookings 

Mike Duley, director of Dudley Canal 
Trust, said the event had also seen a surge 
in first-time bookings for the trust. 

He said: “We’ve got lots of events later in 
the year such as for Halloween and Aladdin 
in pantomime for Christmas which may 
also have more demand due to the interest 
generated by the torch.” 

Businesses at Castlegate, opposite the 
museum and along the torch’s route, 
enjoyed a bumper day on Saturday. 

Chris Hall, deputy manager at the 
Bostin Fittle pub, said 25 staff were called 
into work instead of the usual 18 to cope 
with demand. 

He added: “We had to fill our cellar to get 
ready so we had an extra 500 pints of beer. ” 

Jaspereit Gakhal who runs The Tasty 
Fryer in Roseville, said she nearly doubled 
the number of bags of potatoes with 50 for 
her fish and chip shop customers. 

Afia Sirkhot, manager of the McDon¬ 
ald’s franchise at Castlegate, called work¬ 
ers over from a sister branch in Halesowen.

Man, 47, 
denies 
charges 
of murder 

A MAN has denied the mur¬ 
ders of retired Midland 
teacher Betty Yates and 
vicar John Suddards. 

Stephen Farrow pleaded 
not guilty to murdering Mrs 
Yates in Bewdley in Janu¬ 
ary and the Rev Suddards in 
Thornbury, South Glouces¬ 
tershire, in February. 

Farrow, aged 47, entered 
his pleas via a videolink set 
up from Long Lartin Prison 
in Worcestershire during a 
brief hearing at Bristol 
Crown Court. 

Farrow, of no fixed 
address, did admit the 
unconnected charge of bur¬ 
gling Vine Cottage in 
Thornbury, South Glouces¬ 
tershire between December 
21 last year and January 3 
this year. 

Farrow sat behind a table 
with his arms folded during 
the 25 minute hearing. 

He spoke only to confirm 
his identity, that he could 
hear proceedings and to 
also enter his pleas to the 
three charges he faces. 

Mrs Yates, 77, who was a 
teacher in Kidderminster 
and Streetly, was found 
dead in her riverside cot¬ 
tage in Bewdley on January 
4. She had been stabbed to 
death and beaten with her 
walking stick. Mr Suddards, 
59, was found stabbed to 
death at his home in Thorn¬ 
bury on February 14. 

Farrow faces trial begin¬ 
ning on October 8 at Bristol 
Crown Court. He was 
remanded into custody 
until then. 

In April, more than 400 
attended a memorial ser¬ 
vice which was held for Mrs 
Yates at St Anne’s Church 
in Bewdley.

TORCHBEARERS have 
spoken of their pride at 
carrying the famous flame 
through Dudley borough. 

Thousands lined the streets sur¬ 
rounding the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum to greet the Olympic 
symbol at the weekend. 

Torchbearers enjoyed a rare 
honour and were given a memento 
by Dudley Council in the form of 
glass hearts representing the heart 
of the region, and fashioned in its 


glass quarter. Ross Ensor, an 18- 
year-old Dudley College student, 
carried the torch into the Dudley 
Canal Trust venue before it 
boarded the President narrowboat. 

He said: “It was almost over¬ 
whelming to see so many people 
queuing. I will always be proud of 
that, it still hasn’t really sunk in.” 

Dennis Sanders, a 75-year-old of 
Great Barr, carried the torch 
aboard the President as it docked 
at the museum. 

Mr Sanders, who runs Pax Lib¬ 


erations releasing doves for memo¬ 
rials and tributes, said: “It was a 
great pleasure.” 

Ben Hudson, aged 17, who hit 
the headlines last year when 
bravely saving 14-year-old Chloe 
West from a terrifying knife attack 
outside a school near his Stour¬ 
bridge home, ran the torch leg 
through Horseley Fields, Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

He said: “That was the best 
moment of my life. Not many peo¬ 
ple of my age have already got 


something to tell their grand kids 
about. I felt really honoured. It 
was a breath taking experience.” 

Caroline Hickman, a teacher of 
14 years at Brierley Hill’s Brock- 
moor Primary School, was among 
the crowds in the borough with 
husband Aaron, an accountant, 
and son Daniel, aged seven, and 
daughter Lucy, five. 

Mrs Hickman, daughter of long¬ 
time comedian Tommy Mundon, 
said: “It made you feel proud to be 
British to see so many people get¬ 


ting together and celebrating in 
such style.” 

Claire Duberley, a supervisor of 
Bramford Primary School who 
lives in Cannon Drive, Coseley, 
enjoyed the festivities with partner 
Andrew and daughter Georgina. 

The UK’s youngest torchbearer 
Dominic Macgowan, aged 12, who 
attends Leasowes Community Col¬ 
lege, Halesowen carried the flame 
through Birmingham. 

His mother Jan said: “It was 
marvellous.”

School improvements among quickest 


A SCHOOL in Dudley has been 
rated as having some of the fastest 
improving GCSE results in the 
country. 

The headteacher says the success 
has been achieved by giving young¬ 
sters confidence to set their sights 
high. 

Wordsley School qualified in the 
top 10 per cent of schools in Eng¬ 
land by improving its GCSE results 
year-on-year from 2008 to 2011 by 


at least 19 per cent overall. The 
number of children at the school, in 
Brierley Hill Road, Wordsley, who 
passed at least five GCSEs with 
grades of A* to C rose from 28 per 
cent three years ago to 50 per cent 
last year. The five good passes must 
include English and maths to qual¬ 
ify for the rating. 

Every school in the country has 
been ranked according to how much 
progress they made in improving 


their GCSE results in 2011 in new 
rankings released by SSAT — the 
representative body for schools. 

Wordsley School headteacher 
Mike Lambert said: “It’s wonderful 
for us to be in the top 10 per cent 
most improved in the country, 
although in fact, as there were only 
eight schools on the most improved 
list for three years, we are actually 
in the top 0.25 per cent. 

“It’s been a gradual process, 


building pupils’ confidence and sup¬ 
porting children to have high expec¬ 
tations for themselves.” 

Sue Williamson, chief executive 
of SSAT said: “Wordsley School 
should be congratulated for their 
stunning achievement in improving 
their GCSE results. 

“Wordsley School has proved 
itself to be one of the best schools in 
the country at improving GCSE 
outcomes for their students.”

MORE than 100 soldiers 
paraded through the streets 
of Dudley to recieve the 
freedom of the borough. 

Residents waved flags and 
cheered as they lined the streets of 
the town centre to see the Royal 
Mercian Lancastrian Yeomanry, 
before the ceremony. It was one of 
several events to mark Armed 
Forces Day, honouring heroes past 
and present. 

Another event had been held at 


the Royal Air Force Museum Cos- 
ford, near Wolverhampton on Sat¬ 
urday where guests, including 
ex-servicemen from Dudley, were 
invited. 

At the freedom of the borough 
event, the parade wound its way 
from the Territorial Army base, in 
Vicar Street, to the council house in 
Priory Road where a commemora¬ 
tive scroll was conferred on the reg¬ 
iment by Dudley’s Mayor Councillor 
Melvyn Mottram. 

The regiment’s A Squadron is 


based at the headquarters in Vicar 
Street, Dudley, and it has links with 
the area stretching back to 1794. 

Under ancient privileges, the reg¬ 
iment is now entitled to march 
through the town with swords 
drawn, bayonets fixed, colours fly¬ 
ing, drums beating and band play- 
ing. 

Councillor Mottram said: “We’re 
so proud in Dudley to have been 
able to give the regiment a once-in- 
a-lifetime honour. 

“We had a fabulous turnout and I 


was heartened to see a lot of young 
people among the crowd too show¬ 
ing their support.” 

Lt Col Matthew WLW Botsford 
MBE, commanding officer of the 
regiment which spans Dudley, 
Telford, Hereford, Chester and 
Wigan, thanked the borough’s resi¬ 
dents. 

He said: “We would like to thank 
the mayor and the people of Dudley 
for their support and the support 
we hope to continue to aspire to in 
the future.” 


Merry Hill 
Staples 
store is 
to be sold 

OFFICE supplies chain Sta¬ 
ples has included its store at 
Dudley’s Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre on a list of 20 it 
plans to sell off. 

It is considering disposing 
of, downsizing or relocating 
60 of its 135 UK stores. 

Apart from the 20 it is 
looking at selling off, the 
United States group wants 
to downsize 31 branches - 
including sites at West 
Bromwich and Kiddermin¬ 
ster - and relocate five 
stores. 

The future of four of the 
sites has yet to be decided. 

Staples, which opened its 
first UK store in Swansea in 
1993, is reacting to the 
uncertain retail market and 
drop in consumer demand. 

In May Staples announ¬ 
ced an 11 per cent drop in 
sales across its European 
stores. Many of its stores 
are considered to be too 
large. 

The Merry Hill store 
spreads over 20,485sq ft. 

Staples, which currently 
employs 1,700, has been car¬ 
rying out a property review 
with agents across Europe. 

The company said it was 
not commenting on the 
issue. 

Staples employs about 
1,200 in the UK. 

Punters to

Each player is donating £5 
to enter and the event has 
been organised by the owner 
and licensee of both pubs, 
Dave Craddock, who also 
owns Craddock Brewery.

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Calling for 
meeting on 
fountain 

CAMPAIGNERS calling for 
Dudley’s historic fountain to 
be spruced up are hoping to 
set up a meeting with 
council bosses. 

Dudley Market traders 
say the 19th century carved 
feature has become dirty due 
to mess left behind by birds 
which are roosting there. 

The fountain is due to be 
refurbished as part of a 
wider £6million project to 
revamp the market place. 

But plans for the scheme 
are still being drawn up so it 
is not yet known when work 
will start. 

Chairman of Dudley 
Market Traders Association 
Len Lenihan raised his con¬ 
cerns with the council which 
has sent staff to clean it up. 

But he said more should 
be done. 

“We are hoping to arrange 
a meeting with the council 
about the fountain,” Mr 
Lenihan said. 

Dudley’s regeneration 
chief Councillor Shaukat Ali 
has responded to their con¬ 
cerns by saying it was an 
“important monument” and 
should be returned to its 
former glory. 

Councillor Ali said: “It’s a 
historical monument and a 
central focus in the town 
which features in the rede¬ 
velopment of the market 
place. We want it to be 
restored.” 

Funding bid 
over castle 

CAMPAIGNERS battling to 
buy a Midlands castle will 
submit a vital bid for 
funding in September after 
reaching a deal with owners. 

Hartlebury Castle Preser¬ 
vation Trust agreed a price 
for the building with the 
Church Commissioners 
earlier this year but still 
need to raise the cash to pur¬ 
chase it. 

An earlier attempt to 
secure Heritage Lottery 
Fund cash was rejected last 
year but campaigners are 
now preparing to launch a 
fresh bid to secure the 
needed money. Bosses from 
the lottery fund said they 
would be willing to recon¬ 
sider the application if the 
trust could reach a mutually 
acceptable asking price with 
the commissioners.

Top officer retires after 30 years

A SENIOR West Midlands Police 
officer has retired from the force 
after more 30 years service. 

Chief Superintendent Keith 
Baldwin worked his final shift at 
Brierley Hill Police Station last 
week, closing the door on a distin¬ 
guished career. 

The 56-year-old grandfather of 
two said he “owed the force every¬ 
thing” and was very proud of the 
work he had done, including as 
Dudley’s police chief over the past 
six years. 

Mr Baldwin, who has lived in 


Stourbridge most of his life, joined 
the force in 1982 after first working 
as a crystal glass maker at the Webb 
Corbett Factory in the town. 

“The industry was in decline at 
the time and there were better 
opportunities and challenges to be 
found in other areas,” he said. 

“I decided to join the police force 
and it was the best decision I ever 
made. I really owe the force every¬ 
thing. If I could have my time over 
again I would have joined right from 
school.” 

Mr Baldwin, who was educated at 


King Edward Grammar School, 
started his career in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton where he served until his promo¬ 
tion to sergeant in 1989. 

He was then posted to Birming¬ 
ham City Centre and ran the divi¬ 
sional robbery squad as a detective 
sergeant. Mr Baldwin was first 
posted to Dudley in the mid-90s 
becoming operations superinten¬ 
dent in 2005 and becoming com¬ 
mander for the Dudley borough in 
2006. 

“I have been a police officer for 30 
years but you have to retire some-

time and this seemed as good a time 
as any,” he said. 

“I will miss working with the force 
and the camaraderie with my col¬ 
leagues. I will also miss dealing with 
the people issues which are an inte¬ 
gral part of police work.” 

Among the high-profile cases he 
has dealt include overseeing the 
investigation into the shooting of 
Wolverhampton Pc Geoff King in 
2006. Mr Baldwin is married and 
has two grown-up children and two 
grandchildren and planned to spend 
more time with them. 


Julie's masterstroke shows 
she can cut it with her art 


WHEN Julie Tonkin ditched her desk job to paint narrowboats her 
friends warned her she was making a mistake. However, the 57-year- 
old has now proved to be so successful she is now passing on her 
skills and teaching classes in canal art. 

Julie, who was a pupil at Sir Gilbert Claughton School in Dudley says she didn’t think 
she had an artistic bone in my body when she was a child. However, 10 years ago she dis¬ 
covered she had a steady enough hand to produce some colourful canal art pieces and she 
has even painted six narrowboats. Her work has been admired so much she is now a tutor 
at Leasowes Community College and also teaches groups at the Black Country Living 
Museum. She regularly has schools in the Black Country calling on her to take a lesson in 


canal art and she also teaches small groups 
in the workshop at the back of her home. 

“For 23 years I worked as a development 
officer for a housing association and wore a 
suit and carried a briefcase - now my life 
couldn’t be more different,” she says. 

“I didn’t think I was artistic as a child and 
after leaving school I worked for Butlins in 
Clacton as an assistant dining hall manager. 

“However, I missed the Black Country 
and so after a few years I came back and one 
day decided to do a course with Phil Speight, 
who is a famous narrowboat painter.” 

Julie loved the canals so much she moved, 
with her partner Philip Stone, from Black- 
heath to Cradley Heath, near the Southern 
end of the Netherton Tunnel on the canals. 

After doing a course with Phil she spent 
six months at his boatyard in Wordsley 
learning how to paint and she qualified with 
the Waterways Craft Guild as a journeyman 
in decorative arts. 

“One day I was doing a watercolour course 
at Leasowes Community College and I took 
in some of my canal art,” she says. 

“They liked it so much they asked if I 
would teach a course and I qualified with

them as a tutor. I didn’t see any point in car¬ 
rying on with my office job and so I gave 
myself permission to resign 

“That night I didn’t sleep and I worried 
about what I had done. I did feel like I was 
taking a big leap of faith but I didn’t need to 
worry as everything has worked out well.” 

In September she will be exhibiting her 
canal art at Kidderminster Canal Festival, 
the Black Country Boating Festival and 
Tipton Carnival. While in October she will 
be at the Stourbridge Canal Festival. 

Julie says there are certain rules that 
have to be obeyed when painting canal art. 

Romany 

“The castle pictures must have water, a 
bridge and a yacht and the roses have to be 
painted with gypsy brushstrokes,” she says. 

“The Romany gypsies would have copied 
what they saw and there is a big Eastern 
European influence.” 

Canal artists learn from the great 
masters, such as Frank Nurser and his 
apprentices, as well from each other but 
Julie says she has her own trademark. 

“The Waterways Craft Guild has an AGM 
in November when we take along items we 
have painted and learn from each other,” 
she says. 

“We do have trademarks though - I do a 
Julie rose, which I have developed and no 
one but me can paint it. 

“The principal petal is very deep and you 
can tell someone’s signature so when I look 
at a piece of work I know which artist has 
painted it.” 

Julie, who sells a lot of her items on ebay, 
works with enamel paints and says one of 
her more unusual jobs was had was to put 
roses and castles around the bar of The Nav¬ 
igation pub on the Birmingham New Road. 

“It is a haunted pub and they left me on 
my own for a while and I’ve never worked so 
fast,” she says.

A PROLIFIC thief from Stour¬ 
bridge who was facing being 
recalled to prison has been jailed 
for 20months after he tried to 
stock up on drugs and smuggle 
them hidden in his clothing.

Heathens have eyes on 
site in mosque battle 


CALLS have been made for a new 
speedway and football stadium to 
be built on the site of a derelict 
factory near a main route through 
Dudley. 

The Hall Street site off Dudley Southern 
Bypass has been earmarked for a controver¬ 
sial £6 million mosque. But with the plan¬ 
ning dispute showing no signs of being 
resolved, further ideas for the land have 
been raised by councillors. 

Dudley Heathens speedway club and 
Gornal Athletic FC remain in talks with 
Dudley Council over possible locations for a 
new stadium. 

Officials from both clubs have earmarked 
Castle Hill as a possible location although 
they say they are open to alternative ideas. 

Conservative Councillor Patrick Harley, 
who is group spokesman on transport, said: 
“A first class stadium for sport in the 
borough is important and the council will be 
missing a great opportunity to put Dudley 
borough on the map,” he said.

Chairman of Dudley Heathens, formerly 
known as Cradley Heathens, Nigel Pearson 
said he welcomed further suggestions on a 
possible location for the new stadium. 

“It is a very interesting idea. I’m more 
than happy to discuss any opportunity and 
possible locations,” he said. “There has been 
dialogue with Dudley Council and I’m 
extremely hopeful that talks will continue.”

DRAMA groups are lining up for a 
place in a £2.1 million arts centre 
being built in Stourbridge as work 
nears completion. 

The former glasshouse, which was part of 
the Royal Doulton factory in Amblecote, is 
being transformed into a venue for training, 
arts exhibitions, events, and will have rooms 
to hire. 

It is already proving popular with 
enquiries and bookings flooding in from 
interested groups. 

The Glasshouse Arts Centre shares the 
same site as the Ruskin Glass Centre and 
has been funded by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and the Arts Council. 

The venue will be used for art exhibitions 
and events and will also provide training 
and apprenticeship opportunities for future 
glassmakers. 

Work to refurbish the old glasshouse 
began in March and is due to finish in time 
for the International Festival of Glass in 
August.

Waste firm's concern on 
safety while reducing tip 


WORKERS’ lives would have 
been put at risk if heavy machin¬ 
ery was brought in to lower a tow¬ 
ering mound of rubbish in Dudley, 
a court was told. 

Refuse Derived Fuel (RDF) Ltd is comply¬ 
ing with a High Court order to lower the pile 
at its plant in Moor Street, which was once 
40ft high, by digging and removing the 
waste in stages. But the firm told a court it 
had consulted health and safety experts who 
said it would not have been safe to put 
machinery on to the top of the pile to reduce 
its size more quickly. 

RDF Ltd has lodged an appeal against a 
notice served by the Environment Agency 
requiring the removal of waste and baled 
waste from areas alleged not to be within the 
permitted area. 

The appeal went before Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court last week with the case 
adjourned until after a High Court hearing 
in October. 

A progress report including measure¬ 
ments of the height of the pile will be made 
at the October hearing. A decision on 
whether the appeals process will continue 
will be taken by magistrates after this date. 

Mr Michael Davies, representing RDF, 
told the court: “The company would not 
have put lives at risk and wanted to ensure 
the rubbish pile was handled in the correct 
and proper way.” He said the pile of rubbish 
had been there before RDF took over the site 
around two years ago. In a statement after 
the court proceedings, Mr Davies said: “My 
client company had always been prepared to 
work with the Environment Agency and to 
re duce the stockpile.” _

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Town preparing for big 
glassmaking ce ebration 


PREPARATIONS are gathering pace for 
an event celebrating the glassmaking 
history of a Black Country town. 

The International Festival of Glass, in 
August, has attracted glassmakers from 
around the world. 

The experts will be demonstrating, 
teaching and exhibiting at venues in 
Stourbridge including the Ruskin Glass 
Centre at Amblecote, Red House Glass 
Cone in Wordsley and Broadfield House 
Glass Museum in Kingswinford. 

The spectacle, which will celebrate 400 
years of glassmaking in Stourbridge and 
50 years of studio glassmaking world¬ 
wide, will run over the August Bank 
Holiday weekend from August 24 to 27. 


Ahead of the main event, a series of 
glassmaking classes will run from August 
20 until August 23. 

Techniques being taught will include 
furnace building, marble making, hot 
glass casting, extreme fusing and glass- 
blowing. 

The main event will feature a series of 
exhibitions staged at venues across the 
Glass Quarter, including the prestigious 
British Glass Biennale which celebrates 
the best of British glassmaking. 

Other exhibitions at the event will 
include 21st Century Engraved Glass, a 
national display of contemporary and tra¬ 
ditional original glass engraving by 
members of the Guild of Glass Engravers. 


Film's £200m milestone 


A DUDLEY business which 
designs and supplies equip¬ 
ment for the aluminium 
industry has celebrated with 
its staff since topping £200 
million in orders. 

Chris Ernes and Andrew Riley took 
over Mechatherm International in 
High Street, Kingswinford, in 1991 
from their fathers who started the 
business. 

To celebrate the achievement all 
65 employees were invited to a lunch 
at the Copthorne Hotel, Brierley 
Hill. 

Chairman Mr Riley said they were 
well on course to achieve their target 
of achieving annual turnover of £25 


million. The specialist furnaces and 
foundry equipment company, 
founded in 1973, mainly supplies the 
aluminium industry. 

It has seen staff increase by about 
10 in the last 12 months including 
seven graduates and apprentices. 

Tremendous 

Managing director Chris Ernes 
said that achieving £200m was a 
tremendous achievement and one in 
which every employee had played a 
part. “Exports from the UK are 
down, but you can’t accuse 
Mechatherm of that. 

“We have got £32m of business on 
our books for this year, the next two 
years and a bit beyond. 

“We are doing our bit to help 


export the UK out of debt,” he said. 

Mr Ernes said they were winning 
orders from the Middle East, Russia, 
India and Venezuela. 

“An order from Taiwan had just 
put us over the £200m,” he added. Mr 
Riley said Mechatherm had achieved 
turnover of £14m for the year to the 
end of February and by 2013-2014 
that would reach £18m. 

He said the biggest threat to 
Mechatherm was from the problems 
with the euro, but 60 per cent of 
Mechatherm’s order book was now 
outside the European Union. 

Mr Riley said they were going to 
continue with an investment pro¬ 
gramme, which includes £100,000 a 
year on information technology and 
one per cent of turnover on training.

“Works to upgrade the facilities are now well 
underway. We hope to have the work com¬ 
pleted towards the end of September or 
during October. 

“Although works are taking place we 
would again reassure families services are 
being maintained throughout the period the 
project is taking place.” 

Two new cremators are being installed as 
part of the scheme.

Road chaos fears over 
bid for new Morrisons 


NEIGHBOURS of a Morrisons 
supermarket in Dudley fear there 
could chaos on the roads around 
the store should a proposed 
multi-million pound expansion go 
ahead. 

Morrisons wants to demolish its existing 
store in Stallings Lane, Kingswinford and 
replace it with a 40,000 sq ft development, 
creating 70 jobs. But neighbours of the site 
are objecting. 

They have written to Dudley Council to 
express their concern, saying traffic condi¬ 
tions in Stallings Lane are already “a major 
cause for concern”. 

“The increase in traffic a larger store 
would bring to these already overcrowded 
junctions would be totally unacceptable and 
would dramatically increase the number of 
accidents,” stated one of the objectors. 

Fears were also expressed that a larger 
supermarket would take trade away from 
smaller stores. 

Richard Fellows, director of Adonis Con¬ 
struction in Ham Lane, said he wanted to 
know what traffic calming measures would 
be put in place to try to reduce the amount 
of queuing vehicles near the site. 

The plans for the new store include a 407- 
space car park and a six-pump petrol 
station. 

Morrisons spokesman Mark Hill said: 
“We have made amendments to the petrol 
station access to avoid congestion. In addi¬ 
tion we had already created a pedestrian 
pathway to the store off Hawkeswell Drive 
and moved the service yard away from resi¬ 
dential properties.”

fund chapel resoration 


A BID for thousands of pounds of 
lottery cash to restore a Grade II 
listed chapel in Stourbridge will 
be submitted to heritage chiefs in 
August. 

The plans to open the Lye and Wollescote 
Cemetery Chapels, which have not been 
used since 1993, have been in the pipeline 
for many years. 

David Trevis-Smith, of the West Midlands 
Historic Buildings Preservation Trust, said 
an application for a grant from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund is now being drawn up to 
make the plans a reality. 

The group is also looking at possible 
future uses for the building which offers 
tours throughout the year and holds an 
annual Heritage Open Day event. 

It is hoping the latest bid is more success¬ 
ful as one submitted for £500,000 was 
turned down by lottery chiefs, because of a 
shortage of cash. 

The HLF said it recognised the signifi¬ 
cance of the chapel but it did not have the 
funds available to support the project. Mr 
Trevis-Smith said the preservation trust 
was still evaluating the cost of the scheme. 

“We are looking to submit the application 
to the Heritage Lottery Fund in August,” he 
said. 

The cemetery at the site is still used but 
the two chapels, at opposite ends of the 
building are no longer used. 

The Nonconformist chapel was closed in 
the 1970s and the Church of England chapel 
closed following a fire in 1993 which caused 
minor damage to the inside of the building. 

The West Midlands Historic Buildings 
Trust is a charity dedicated to the conserva¬ 
tion of buildings.

IN THE heart of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton is a huge green area, the 
extent of which is largely 
unknown to the people of the 
city, because it is split into 
three by canals and railways. 

There is Dunstall Park racecourse, 
opposite a former small holding along¬ 
side Oxley Sidings, beyond which is Ox¬ 
ley Park golf course. On the other side of 
are the fields by Aldersley Stadium. 

At the heart of this peaceful green 
valley are the remains of a lost village, 
Aldersley. Lost because of its remote¬ 
ness, its remoteness at the heart of a city. 

In 1772 James Brindley opened the 
Staffordshire and Worcestershire Canal 
Navigations (S&WCN), the first major 
east west transport in England, and at, 
what was then called Autherley Junc¬ 
tion, it was linked to the Birmingham 
Canal Navigations (BCN), which rose 
through 21 locks to the heart of Wolver-

hampton, and then beyond to all areas of the 
Black Country. 

At the junction, a village was built for canal 
workers. There was a large house on one corner 
for the BCN lock-keeper’s cottage and office, 
behind which was a warehouse. 

On the other corner was a toll house and a 
terrace of four cottages for S&WCN workers. 
These had cellar stables for narrowboat horses, 
which is why the bridge over the S&W canal 
had arches on both sides. 

Five years later this junction became even 
more important with the opening of the Trent 
& Mersey canal, half a mile away, at a junction 
which took the name Autherley, the original 
becoming Aldersley. 

For a while, Aldersley was one of the most 
important transport links in the world, taking 
the coal and industrial products of the Black 
Country to the east and west coast, and from 
there to the world. Surrounding this village 


was largely rural, with the Dunstall Park 
and Oxley Manor estates on one side of the 
valley, and Aldersley Farm on the other. 

A 17th century farmhouse stood roughly 
where the entrance to Aldersley Stadium 
lies today., and there were a few cottages. 

Blakeley Green House stood, as it does 
today, just over the hill. 

Across a couple of fields, on the Codsall 
Road were a row of cottages, which still 
stand, and Ye Olde Fieldhouse next door, 
where the Claregate Pub stands today. 

In the 19th century, the railways cut 
through the area, and industrial buildings 
spread along the Stafford Road, so the Dun¬ 
stall Park and Oxley Manor estates were 
sold to become racecourse and golf course. 

Fred Picken was still farming at Aldersley 
Farm until it was purchased by the council 
and Aldersley Stadium built in the 1950s. 

The canal junction is now a peaceful 
place, only leisure boats passing by. Stand¬ 
ing by the lost village of Aldersley, as herons 
swoop overhead, it’s hard to imagine you are 
surrounded by a large industrial city.

Town's people demand 
answers on health site 


MORE THAN 200 people packed 
into a public meeting as residents 
demanded answers over the £4 
million plan to move a medical 
practice out of Bewdley town 
centre. 

Fears for the future of stores in the town 
in the wake of the centre’s move were among 
those aired at a public meeting. 

They also voiced concerns over diminish¬ 
ing health services in the town coupled with 
possible cutbacks at Kidderminster Hospi¬ 
tal being proposed. It was standing room 
only for many people at the meeting. 

Representatives from Bewdley Medical 
Centre, Wyre Forest District Council and 
the developers were at the public meeting. 

Under proposals the present Dog Lane 
centre would shut with all services moved to 
a site near All Saints Church, off Kiddermin¬ 
ster Road, Wribbenhall. It was revealed the 
plans, which have been in development for 
six years, have already cost the developers 
Matrix Medical around £200,000. 

Bewdley Civic Society had helped collect a 
2,000-strong petition prior to the meeting at 
Bewdley School and Sixth Form, demanding 
the centre stay in the town. 

Bewdley town councillor Louise Edgin- 
ton, 82, said: “If the centre goes it will rip the 
heart out of Bewdley, the shops will simply 
close. I’m not happy with what I’ve heard.” 

Consultant Alistair Blake, representing 
the developers and the practice, told the 
meeting all options would be explored. 

He added a decision on whether to proceed 
with the development must be taken by next 
Spring.

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£7m medical centre is 
heading for early finish 


A NEW £7 million medical centre is 
taking shape next to Kidderminster Hos¬ 
pital - with just three months until it is 
due to open. 

The building, between Sutton Road 
and Hume Street, will house a pharmacy, 
physiotherapy unit and offices and will 
see two doctors’ surgeries move on to one 
site. 

The 100,000 sq ft development stands 
on the site of the nine-storey Brook 
House, once used as nurses’ accommoda¬ 
tion, which was torn down to make way 
for the new centre. 

The hospital mortuary, radio building, 
oxygen store and two semi-detached 
houses fronting Hume Street were also 


demolished for the project. Work started 
on the new Hume Street Medical Centre 
last autumn. 

Aylmer Lodge and Northumberland 
House GP surgeries will move into the 
centre as both have outgrown their 
present premises. 

A three-storey car park is included in 
the design and will provide 132 parking 
spaces. 

The grounds will have further spaces 
for use by staff and patients of Worcester¬ 
shire Acute NHS Trust at the neighbour¬ 
ing hospital. 

The new centre was originally set to 
open in October but this has been 
brought forward a month. 


Comal wins legal spat 


DUDLEY Council has won a 
legal battle with the Govern¬ 
ment over an alleged funding 
gap of more than £9 million in 
a school IT contract. 

The council took Secretary of 
State for Communities and Local 
Government, Eric Pickles, to the 
High Court over the Private 
Finance Initiative (PFI) used to pay 
for the £50m Dudley Grid Learning 
Scheme in 1999. 

The PFI intiative meant the IT 
contract would have been paid off 
over many decades through Gov¬ 
ernment grants. But officials wrote 
to the council last year telling them 


it was changing the way grants 
would be provided, resulting in 
what the council says is a shortfall 
of more than £9m. 

Top judge Mr Justice Singh ruled 
that government’s decision was 
“unlawful” because the council was 
not properly consulted before the 
changes were made. 

Suggested 

He ordered that a fresh consulta¬ 
tion be carried out, and suggested 
the Government and the council 
get around the table in a bid to 
resolve the dispute. 

The court heard the £51.5m con¬ 
tract was made to provide IT facili¬ 
ties in schools throughout the 


borough, with the money due to be 
paid off long after the 10-year 
agreement had run its course. 

Until last year, the Government’s 
grant to the council to pay off the 
contract was paid on a “declining 
balance” basis. 

However, following the election 
of the coalition Government, the 
council was informed that this 
would be changed to an “annuity” 
basis. 

The Government expressed 
concern that grants would have to 
be paid “in theory ad infinitum due 
to the reducing nature of the 
annual declining balance pay¬ 
ments”.

Tramar Dillard) showing a 


sensitive side on I Cry? 

It’s a bit cheeky referring 
to a ninth track as a bonus 
but it’s a good one, Flo Rida, 
Audra Mae and Redfoo from 
LMFAO turning Bryan 
Adams’ Run To You into a 
dance anthem called Run. 

Maroon 5 - Overexposed 

AN ironic title for the Los 
Angeles group’s fourth 
studio album, seeing as 
Moves Like Jagger has 
become one of the best¬ 
selling singles of all time and 
frontman Adam Levine a 
star judge on the US version 
of The Voice. 

They started as a rock 
band but have become 


steadily poppier until they 
now make bright and brash 
ear candy achieved by collab¬ 
orating with the folks who 
work with Britney Spears, 
Katy Perry and Beyonce. 
Hence certain hits like Pay¬ 
phone (with rapper Wiz 
Kalifa) and Lucky Strike. 

Levine’s ‘ey-oh’ vocals 
recall the 80s, in fact opener 
One More Night could have 
come from The Police or Men 
At Work back catalogue. But 
on the catchy Lady killer he’s 
more in a Michael Jackson 
mode. It’s interesting how 
the sunny style of the songs 
often contrasts with bitter 
lyrics. Sounds like Adam 
wants to get even with some 
ladies. 

And for those new to the 
band, the record company 
has tacked on a faithful 
version of Moves Like Jagger 
done in the studio for The 
Voice US and again featuring 
Christina Aguilera. 

Sigur Ros- Valtari 

ONE part Elbow to nine 
parts Pink Floyd, then chill 
to below zero, that’s the 
recipe for Sigur Ros - Ice¬ 
landic creators of hazy, 
elegant mood music. 

On Valtari they take their 
symphonic sound to spiritual 
levels, way beyond the reach 
of most rock bands. This is 
especially apparent with the 
choral harmonies of what, in 
the absence of Icelandic 
letters on my keyboard, I 
shall have to refer to as track 
five. 

This music has a slow 
bleak beauty which makes 
the fact that the lyrics are 
sung in Icelandic irrelevant. 

You don’t so much listen to 
Valtari as dissolve into it.

MUSCULAR and frenetic 
ballet Faster got a warm 
reception at its world pre¬ 
miere last week but no 
standing ovation for its cho¬ 
reographer, Birmingham 
Royal Ballet director David 
Bintley. 

As this one-act ballet cele¬ 
brates the Olympic spirit 
and eye-on-the-prize deter¬ 
mination, that felt more like 
a silver than gold medal per¬ 
formance. Olympic bureau¬ 
crats had already soured 
matters by refusing permis¬ 
sion for the 35-minute work 
to be named Faster, Higher 
Stronger. The International 
Olympic Committee belat¬ 
edly ruled that the Olympic 
motto could not be used. 

Power 

Bintley’s work celebrates 
physical power and pursuit 
of excellence in sport, 
reflected in the fitness and 
pursuit of perfection in 
ballet. His choreography 
mirrored the disciplines of 
track and field, even syn¬ 
chronised swimming, rugby 
and fencing and, to amusing 
effect, race walking. But 
Matthew Hindson’s clatter¬ 
ing disaster movie-like score 
was deafeningly dramatic. 

The triple bill also fea¬ 
tured The Grand Tour, a 
1930s voyage with such 
celebrities as Noel Coward. 
Joy Layon’s choreography 
was amusing, particularly 
with dancers puffing from 
cigarette holders. Frederick 
Ashton’s The Dream was 
magical, and as Bottom 
Jonathan Caguioa danced 
‘en pointe’, a real hoofer!

Grave humour to start

IT WAS an excellent to start to Ian Dickens’ Summer Play 
Season at the Grand Theatre last week with Ivan 
Menchell’s The Cemetery Club, first of four productions. 

As the title would suggest this is a black comedy and sur¬ 
rounds the lives of three widows who meet on a regular basis 
to visit their husbands’ graves. But there is much more to 
this play than that. It’s a moving and extremely witty pro¬ 
duction which takes the audience on a rollercoaster ride of 
emotions, from unexpected laugh-out-loud moments to the 
heart-wrenching feelings caused by the loss of loved ones, 
and played to perfection by an all-star cast. 

Rapport 

There is a completely natural rapport between the three 
actresses in the leading roles, which only comes from exten¬ 
sive experience and pure talent. Anita Harris skilfully takes 
the character of Ida, a widow struggling with the frustration 
of moving on with her life and allows you to feel every dis¬ 
appointment she faces. Shirley-Anne Field is wonderfully 
flirty and exceptionally glamorous as man-eater Lucille, 
while ex-Neighbours star Anne Charleston simply lives her 
role as Doris, who just cannot let go of the past. 

Although a little long-winded, the surprising ending 
makes it extremely watchable. The Cemetery Club is 
without doubt a snapshot of real life and the heartaches we 
face in our twilight years. Alison Norton

Teugeot pull off the near impossible with their classy 208 


PEUGEOT must be haunted by a 
car it hasn’t sold for decades and 
is now rare as hens’ teeth, with 
most of the five million made long 
banished to the scrapheap. 

The car was the modest hatchback 205 
and it proved one of those machines that get 
under your skin because they look good and 
are simply lovely to drive. 

The 206 and 207 that came after showed 
the 205 had been a hard act to follow and, 
although they sold in shed loads, never 
managed to make owners love them. 

Their successor, the 208 reviewed here, is 
tasked with banishing the 205’s ghost and 
must be the most eagerly anticipated new 
Peugeot in years. 

To live up to its high expectations the 
new baby has to pull off a dazzling trick: be 
as well equipped and well built as the best 
of current little hatchbacks (think Polo and 
Fiesta), yet as light and nimble on its feet as 
that original 205 from 1983. 

Even small cars have to ooze class today 
and the 208 does, with expensive looking 
soft surfaces and, in most cars, a touch 



screen that will (later this year and for a 
subscription) tell you everything from the 
weather to the nearest car park. Satellite 
navigation is a modest £400 addition. 

But the biggest pointer to Peugeot’s 
determination to make the 208 a game 
changer comes when you break out the tape 
measure and scales. For the car is smaller 
on the outside, yet bigger inside than the 
207 it replaces and, crucially, lighter too. 

Beneficial 

Averaged across the range, it’s like 
heaving the weight of two grown men out of 
the car, with obvious beneficial effects on 
everything from performance and economy 
to (let’s hope) the way the car tackles 
corners and bumps. 

The five-door test car, in midrange Active 
trim, costs £12,795 and includes as stan¬ 
dard manual air conditioning, alloy wheels 
and the multifunction touch screen. Prices 
of the new range start at £9,995 and extend 


to £18,495, although not many at either 
extreme are likely to hit the showroom. 

Under the newly shortened bonnet sit a 
range of already familiar petrol and diesel 
engines and a couple of petrol powered 
units we have not seen before. They have a 
mere three cylinders and are likely to prove 
the most popular engines, in either 1.0 or 
1.2 litre form. 

Three-cylinders for economy is becoming 
familiar territory among car makers the 
world over and in the 208 produces an 
engine that feels happy to rev, with an 
engaging thrum and still showed 50mpg 
after a frustratingly constrained test drive 
of mainly stop/start city work and confined 
country lanes. 

The 81bhp 1.2 litre in the test car will 
pull the 208 to 109mph and scores a impres¬ 
sive, if unrealistic 62.8mpg in the official 
consumption test. You’ll pay no road tax the 
first year and a miserly £20 thereafter.And 
now to the controversial part of the 208’s 
design, which Peugeot admits is a love-or- 
hate feature (most people like it, we’re 
told), in the nicely sculpted shape of the

“I’m relatively new to the 
squad but we’ve known 
we’re going to have a place in 
the Games for a while - it’s 
not like we’ve just thrown a 
few girls together. 

“We’ve had a process and 
24 girls have been cut down 
in the last four months; it’s 
been a long process but it’s 
worked for us. 

Upset 

“I think we will surprise 
people and we already have. 
Last year we only lost to 
Russia by three points and 
they are one of the best in 
the world. We can upset a 
few people.” 

Team GB face Australia 
and Russia - joint second in 
the world - and sixth-placed 
Brazil in their group with 
little pressure on them. 

And Allen remains prag¬ 
matic and grounded when 
talking about medals. 

The long-term aim is to 
ensure they create a legacy 
for the sport - and step out of 


the men’s shadow. “People 
don’t know much about 
women’s basketball but 
once they see us playing 
they’ll realise it’s not all 
about the guys,” smiled the 
22-year-old. 

“It does get overshadowed 
by them, but it helps the 
guys having all the big 
names from the NBA 
coming over and playing. 

“Hopefully the profile will 
be raised. You want to see 
the development of it. We 
want to succeed to show 
people what we can do. 

“The goal for us is to make 
the second round - get in the 
top eight and see what 
happens then. 

“Everyone can win any 
game on any day.” 

Allen graduated from Oral 
Roberts University in Okla¬ 
homa in graphic design last 
month and is looking for a 
professional club after the 
Games. 

Her move to the States, 
after she landed a sports 
scholarship, was driven by 
her desire to succeed in her 
sport. 

At 16 she moved to New¬ 
castle and played for 


Northumbria University 
while studying her A-Levels. 
She followed dad Clive, a 
former player for the Birm¬ 
ingham Bullets, into basket¬ 
ball while younger sister 
Whitney is looking to move 
to America to emulate her 
after her A-levels. 

And as she watches her 
sibling start her journey, 
Allen understands how priv¬ 
ileged she is. 

“It is amazing to be a part 
of it because I was the under¬ 
dog to get in the squad,” she 
said. “I’m one of the young 
ones. I didn’t expect to get 
this far, so I was really sur¬ 
prised. I’m really excited 
and blessed to be in this posi¬ 
tion. 

“We’re back home for the 
summer so we’ve got a home 
crowd. It’s the Olympics and 
I can’t quite believe in four 
weeks we’ll be there.”
